Institute pointed out that perhaps 
the higher “ em otionality” ol off 
spring was not due to the anxiety 
imposed upon the m others during 
pregnancy, 
but w as due to the 
“ s tre ss” they had undergone in 
learning the n atu re of shock and 
how to avoid it. 


Thompson replied that he was 
! aw are of that and, “ I am now 
starting a project to exam ine this 
question thoroughly. How such ef­ 
fects, if they really occur, have 
their action cannot be answ ered 
at present.
